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bank or banker to the extent and amount of such funds
in the hands of such bank or banker at the time of such
failure or bankruptcy.

SEO. 5. Thia act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

CHAPTER XXXIX.

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY OF
CHAPTER EIGHT OF THE GENERAL STATUTES, RELATING
TO COUNTY TREASURERS.

Be it enacted by the legislature of the State oj Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section one hundred and fifty of
chapter eight of the general statutes is hereby amended
so as to read as follows:

Sec. 150. The county treasurer shall be allowed, at
the time of his settlement, all sums paid by him lor print- county t«wnr-
ing such advertisements as he is required to publish, at *" """""
the rates prescribed by Jaw, and all the sums paid by him
for blank books and stationery necessarily used in his
office, and shall receive for his services one-half of one
per cent, as fees for receiving and disbursing all moneys
on account of sales of school lauds or the payment of in-
terest on school lands, and on all other moneys by him
collected or received as such county treasurer for each Howpdd"
year's fees as follows: six cents oil each dollar for the first
ten thousand dollars, three cents on each dollar for the
second ten thousand dollars, and two cents on each dollar
on all sums over twenty thousand dollars and less than
sixty thousand dollars, and one per cent, on each dollar
on nil sums over sixty thousand dollars, to be paid on the
warrant of the county auditor out of the revenue fund of
the county; Provided, That no compensation shall be
allowed to the treasurer on any moneys received from his
predecessor in office or his legal representatives, or on any
mqneys received from the current school fund of the state
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apportioned by the superinteiident of public instruction;
Provided further, That no treasurer shall receive more
than thirty-five hundred dollars for his services in any one
year; Provided, however, That nothing herein contained
shall affect the salary ot the treasurer of Ramsey county,
as now provided by law, but in all other respects said
county shall be subject to the provisions of this act.
. SEO. 2. Chapter thirty-seveu of the general laws of
one thousand eight hundred and seventy, and chapter
eighty-eight of the general laws of one thousand eight
hundred and seventy-one, are hereby repealed.

SEO. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from
an(j after its passage.

CHAPTER XL.

AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION SIXTY OF CHAPTER ELEVEN
OF THE GENERAL STATUTES, RELATING TO THE APPOR-
TIONMENT OF THE SEVERAL FUNDS BY THE COUNTY
AUDITOR.

Be it enacted by (he Legislature of the State of Minnesota ;

SECTION 1. That section sixty of chapter eleven of the
general statutes, be so amended as to read as follows:

Sec. 60. The county auditor shall apportion to their
severa' funds the amount of moneys received from the
sale of lands and town lots forfeited to the state for the
non-payment of taxes, alter deducting the expenses of
sale, distributing said amount to the several funds for
which said taxes were originally levied, and the county

.treasurer shall apply them accordingly, and shall receive
two per centum on all moneys by him received as pro-
vided in this section; Provided, That the interest receiv-
ed in the payment or redemption of all delinquent taxes,
shall be apportioned by the county auditor to the revenue
fund of the connty to be applied in payment of the fees
of the county treasurer.
